He ay that no one who has the least
reard"lr troth will ay that he was In Jord'i
Theatre on the night ot the Hthof April last,
and wonders why no one preae nt on that ora-io- n

did not preteud to recognize the man that
hot Lincoln until they were told that H wm

him by Iory Keen, his hitter enemy. lie did
not, however, to me deny r admit that he had
done the oecd; but stated that no one could
truthfully say, of their own knowledge, that it
waH him.

lie declares that Mrs. Snrralt was Innocent,
and wondcra how the man that wan killed tn the
barn looked. He learned from tho papers that
bo had a heavy beard, and hud sheared or cut it
in Bach an awkward manner f't his (Booth's)
yirtfct Intimate Iriends would riot lecoenlze him

TUjoth. He thinks not. He beliuved, iuno-ee- nt
